Pin Point Attacks 

Pin point attacks are usually 
confined to dive bombing raids. 
Here, one building or special 
target is singled out for the 
bomb. ly equipped air- 
craft with their bombs slung 
beneath the undercarriage dive 
within a few hundreq feet or 
less of the target and as the 
craft comes out of Its dive at 
this low level, the bomb or 
bombs are released. The missile 
seldom misses its marx. 

There are basically three types 
of H. E. bombs, thin case, med- 
jum case, and heavy case, With 
the thin case bomb, its chief ob- 
\ject is to produce maximum blast 
effect. On explosion, the case is 
burst open giving rise to numer- 
ous light fragments, sometimes 
referred to as shrapnel. Any 
school boy can realize the great 
damaging effects of such an ex- 
plosion. Picture, if you can, the 
tremendous force of a blast {rom 
one of these missiles, say 10,000 
pounds, destroying buildings 
within 6,000 yards, and then to 
have these small but deadly 
fragments flying \in all dirgetions 
with the speed of bullets.

IN KOREA (CP)—Homeward 
bound after a year in Korea, the 
1st Van Doos are starry-cyed over 
parachutes, 

Old-timers with the 1st battalion, 
the Royal 22nd Regiment,‘talk con- 
stantly about savoring again the 
thrill of jumping into space when 
the unit resumes its home-defence 
paratroop role. Newcomers want to 
qualify as jumpers speedily ‘so 
that they can stay with the battal- 
= with which they fought: over 

ere. 

The first 50 para-volunteers will 
be dropped off at Rivers, Man., on 
the way to Quebec. The army has 
made special arrangements for 
them to begin their courses at 
once. The next 50 of the 172 volun- 
teers are: to follow at Rivers at 
the end of June. The unit sailed 
from Kure, Japan, May 2. 

Lt.Col. Louis Trudeau of Quebec 
commanded the battalion here.

“When we finally left that posi- 
tion we were the bosses of no 
man's land. We were able to patrol 
at will along our front, and even 
had some successful daylight lay- 
up patrols. Those helped us bring 
down fire on enemy we observed, 
and got information on which to 
base fighting patrols at night.

“Despite our casualties and al- 
though the position was hard to 
defend the men’s morale was high. 
They felt their responsibilities the 
more, and carried out their duties 
the better because of it.’ 

“We learned here,”’ says Trudeau, 
“that to be good-in defensive op- 
erations the soldier must be a good 


~ {shot and know his weappn thor- 


oughly. 
“It is even more important in 
kind of warfare than in the 
attack. He must know how to fend 
for himself—more even than in the 
fluid battle because he lives con- 
stantly under trying conditions. 
There are the lonely outposts at 
night, the small patrols and am- 
bushes, the strain of sitting out 
barrages in a trench. He must be 
Prepared to cook his own food, 
and to sleep in discomfort. 

“Korea has given us more con- 
firmation for believing the Cana- 
dian a good soldier—he is keen, 
brave, with a lot of initiative and 
adaptability.” 

Last June Van Doos were the 
first Canadians here to try out 
armor vests, They were a novelty 
then, and used only on patrols. 
Before they left here in April Van 
Doo companies wore not only the 
vests but steel helmets all the time 
in forward areas, so much had the 
shelling increased. 

Periods at Front 

Like other infantry outfits, 
roughly one-third of the battalion's 

j time here was in reserve. Its peri- 
ods in the line were from April 24 
(1952) to July 1; Aug. 10-Nov. 1; 
Dec. 1Jan. 30, and April 7-20. 

During their last reserve period, 
in February and March, the Van 
Doos received and quickly came to 
like their first Katcom (Korea 
Army troops attached to the Com- 
monwealth division) soldiers.

According to a Toronto report, juvenile hockey has caused 
a mild rift in the amiable lute between the Ontarlo Minor Hoc= +t 
key Association and the Ontario Hockey Association. 


Relations are somewhat strained, the story goes, because 
OHA first vice-president Frank Buckland came out with the 
statement that a juvenile player should declare himself at 
the start of the season as to whether he will play juvenile or 
junior “B” hockey. 


Buckland is quoted as saying: “There has been too much 
moving up and down of juvenile players in OHA junior “B” 
hockey. We've got to stop it if junior “B" hockey is to con- 
tinue in the smaller centres.” 


Behind the roaming juvenile player is the professional 
scout, said Buckland, and once a player 1s spotted he ts 
either moved to a junlor “B” club sponsored by the scout's 
professional club, or to 2 centre where professional coaching 
ts available. 


“This past season,” Buckland sald, “there have been cases of 
juvenile players performing for juvenile and junior ‘B’ clubs 
right down to the playoffs.” 


President_Mike Welchel, of the Ontario Minor Hockey 
Association, says his organization will stand by its rule 
whereby a juvenile player can play junior “B” hockey pro- 
viding he 4s released by his juvenile club or gets permission 
from his juvenile manager. . : 


“We are not against 2 boy taking advantage of the op. 
portunity to better himself in hockey.” he sald, “but the 
OMHA insists that the affillated club gets first choice and 
the move must be made with the written consent of his juy- 
enile manager.” 


This department can't see its way clear to go along with 
the Buckland idea. After all what is minor hockey for. The 
grand job being done by the Ontario Minor Hockey Association 

for the puck-chasing younger fry of the province has drawn the 
‘admiration of 2ll sports organizations and individuals. 


What would Buckland have? Players of juvenile age 
sitting on the bench all season because they must not play 
with a junior “B” team. Here in Belleville, the Black Hawks 
brought up some juvenile players and the kids made good. 
The experience gained in the few games played last season 
will stand them in good stead for next year. 


And it was not so long ago that the OHA vice-president 
announced the use of junior “B” players for a Peterborough 
senlor “B” club, despite the fact that the OHA ruling stated 
that junior players cannot play for a senlor team unless the 
clubs are affiliated, or belong to the same parent organiz- 
atlon. Belleville protested this action and rightly so, but the 
protest was tossed out with the screamingly fonny OHA 
statement ‘that the rule was printed wrongly in the book of 
words, 


However, with regard to the juvenile player situation, it is 
stated that the two hockey bodies will get together some time 
during the summer and discuss the matter fully.

When the former heavyweight fistic 
champion, Jim Jeffries, died recently, 
there was anleashed a flood of reminis- 
cences. Half-forgotten names from a gla- 
morous era of the ring came bobbing to 
the surface, names Jike Gentleman Jim 
Corbett, Bob Fitzsimmons,-Joe Choynski, and others, 


But one name, and an important one, in its association with 
Jeffries, was overlooked entirely, And since the forgotten man 
is a Canadian, and the only Canadian who ever held the world 
heavyweight fistic title, I'd like to devote a Calvert column to 
Tommy Burns, the forgotten man. 
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Tommy Burns was born in 1881 in the little town of Hanover, 
Ontario, of German Canadian parents, His real name was Noah 
Brosso. And his association with the great Jeffries developed 
this way: Jeffries retired in 1904, but agreed to referee, and 
donate his title to the winner of a match between Marvin Hart 
and-Jack Root. Hart won, was named champion, but less than a 
year later, again with Jeffries referceing, Burns defeated Hart 
and became champion. Jeffries refereed when Burns defeated 
Philadelphia Jack«O'Brien. 


Though he weighed only 175 pounds, Burns feared no one. 
There came from Austraila to America in 1907 a giant of a 
man. Bill Squires. fearson in looks, backed by an imposing 
record. American heavyweights steered clear of Squires. But 
not Burns. He signed to risk his title against the scowling, 
strong-jawed giant. Squires was made a 3-1 favorite, and fans 
of the day felt sorry for Burns, but they turned out in great 
numbers at Colma, Cal., and brought along cushions to mako 
themselves comfortable as they watched what was billed as a 
45-round match. 


It didn't last that long. When the bell rang, Burns moved 
swiftly out of his corner, swung a right to the jaw of the Aus- 
tralian. That was the end. Squires was out, 


Burns was a busy fighter. In the two years he held the title, 
he fought 12 times as champion, in America, England, Ireland 
and Australia..11 times he won, but in the 12th, he was knocked 
out bY Jack Johnson, who thus became champion. Johnson, 
who dodged a meeting with another Canadian heavyweight, 
Sam Langford, in order to get a chance at the title, weighed _ 
20 pounds more than Burns. He beat Tommy badly, and broke 
his ribs, but the Canadian gamester kept Valiantly dt it until 
in the fourteenth round, the police stepped in and stopped the 
fight. 


It was then that Burns really gained recognition—as “former 
champion”. He had earned bis title lonz before. Future gen- 
erations will remember Burns for one thing, if for no other. 
Untit Joe Louis came along he held the record for defending 
his title more times than any other heavyweight champion,

$82.10 for Health Services m 1951 


OTTAWA (CP)—The first coun- 
{ry-wide sickness survey shows 


* Canadians spent a total of $373.- 


800,000 on health services in the 


12 months between the fall of 1950) 


and the fall of 1951, the bureau of 
statistics reported toda¥. 

This meant an average expendit- 
ure for each family unit of $82.10 
for the year. The term family unit 
covers families made up of hus- 
bands and wives with or without 
children, and single persons out- 
side these family groups. 

The survey was conducted jointly 
by the federal health department, 
all provincial health departments 
and the bureau of statistics. The 
object was to estimate the preval- 
ence of illness and accidents, ex- 
penditures on health services and 
the amount of nursing, medical and 
other health care obtained by Can- 
adians. 


The $373,800,000 figure does not) 
include payments made by govern- | 


ment or similar agencies and there- 
fore does not represent the total 


costs of health service in Canada.’ 


Further compilations of figures will 
be released later. ‘ 

Of the $373,800,000 an estimated 
$33,400,000 or 23.7 per cent was 
spent in prepayment plans for med- 
ical care, hos 1 care and com- 
bined plans of care and services.

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A RESOLUTE POSITION 


When General Mohammed Naguib tells the Egyptians 
that “the true price of freedom is warm flowing blgod” 
and that Britain is “the enemy”, he proclaims a battle‘cry 
that arouses every Egyptian and is applauded throughout 
the Arab world. 5 

The tragedy of the situation is that most of the 
Egyptian people do not know what the Suez issue is or 
why this new crisis has arisen. It is enough for them 
to know that British troops are still in occupation of the 

canal zone and that their new liberator has demanded 
that they must go. Why Naguib has chosen this time 
- to be obtuse, to the point of inflammatory outcries, we 
cannot even surmise. No doubt there is some domestic 
design behind it as heretofore there was every indication 
that negotiations were proceeding amicably and with the 
widest compromises being made by Britain in settling 
differences pertaining to both the Sudan and the Suez. 

Whatever Naguib’s claims may be on behalf of his 
new Egypt, he cannot deny that Britain remains in con- 
trol of the canal zone by every color of right and under 
the most valid treaty conditions. It is by virtue of this 
treaty that Britain’s military esfablishment in the Canal 
zone has come to represent an investment of over two 
Dillion dollars. In times past the protection of this vi- 
tal link with the East was a matter of-the greatest con- 
cern to the British Empire. Today it has become of 
greatest concern to the entire Western world. 

This being so, Sir Winston Churchill has bluntly, 
and quite properly, stated that Britain will have no alter- 
native but to defend the Suez base if it is attacked by 
Egyptian armed forces. No doubt Mr. Foster Dulles is 
fully aware that this is a point upon which Britain will 
remain resolute. Perhaps his visit with Naguib may 
instrumental in persuading him that in this matter there| 
is much more at stake than the cherished national sov- 
ereignity of the Egyptian people, and further, that it will | 
not be jeopardized by some agreement which will assure 
the protection of the canal zone. That is all that Bri- 
tain asks. 

And Sir Winston has given the assurance that if it! 
is necessary to defend the Suez, British arms are equal 
to the situation without any outside help.

LOS ‘ANGELES (AP)—For years 
North America’s No. 1 woman 
‘pilot, 43-year-old Jacqueline Coch- 
ran has achieved a much cherished 
goal. Monday she became the first 
of her sex to fly through the sonic 
barrier and surpass the speed of 
sound. She did it in a Canadian- 
built F-86 Sabre jet. 

The specd of sound at sea level 
igs approximately 760 miles an 
hour, depending :on temperature. 

Miss Cochran folJowed this 
“first by flying the Sabre around 
a 100-kilometre closed course at 
a speed of 652.337: miles an hour, 
a world record for the distance.
